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E F O R E the Charter of Edward the Firſt, the 
Stannaries of Cornwall and Devon were ſubſiſting, 
as by the two ſeveral Charters of King John, and 
Richard King of the Romans, now remaining on Record 
in the Tower of London, do'appear. r. 
But as theſe ſeveral Charters do not carry with them 
ſuch Vigour and Force of Law, as the Charter of Ed. I. 
ſupported by ſeveral Acts of Parliament; yet will it 
ſerve to inform the Reader, that theſe Laws were ſtill 
more antient than any of the Records above ſpecified. 
It is evident to every Day's Experience, that Laws, 
the further they are from their original Inſtitution, 
grow larger and more numerous: In the firſt Coalition; 
(of a People) their Proſpects are not great, they pro- 
vide Laws for their preſent Exigence and Conveni- 
ence; but in Proceſs of Time, poſſibly, their firſt Laws 
are changed, altered, and antiquated, as ſome cd the 
Laws of the Twelve Tables of the Romans were; 
but whatſoever is done, touching their old Laws, there 
muſt of Neceſſity be a Proviſion of new, ſucceſſively 
anfwering to the Multitude of ſucceſſiye Exigences and

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Tinners, in their Parliament or Convocation aſſembled in each of 
our ſaid Counties, for the Farm of all the Tin ariſing in Cornwall 
at 3 J. 128. 64. per Cent, and in Pevon at 3 J. 15 6. per Cent. Stan- 
nary Weight, which you can truly bear us Witneſs: We did not 
only very graciouſly receive, but recommend the ſame to the Lords 
Commiſſioners of the Treaſury as effectually as we could, who uſed 
all poſſible Endeavours, tho without Effect, to procure Merchants 
to undertake the ſaid Farm at the ſaid Rates; but none could be 
found willing to engage therein at a much inferiour Price : So there 
being no Hopes left of proceeding in this Affair without any Mer- 
chants to our and the Country's Satisfaction, and you having then, 
beſides your conſtant Sollicitations, made us ſome Propoſals in Behalf 
of the ſaid Tinners to buy the ſaid Tin our ſelf, and manage the 
Farm by our Commiſſion; which tho' we were not willing to do, 
having ſo many great and weighty Occaſions for employing our

A FTER ſo many Adjournments and Prorogations without any 
1 Effect, you may reaſonably expect ſome particular Account 
of our Tranſactions here, concerning the Tin Farm, which I ſhall 
readily do for your Satisfaction, as well as my own Vindication. 


The Truth is, at my Return from Cornwall in April laſt, I found a 


total Stop put to the whole Affair, inſomuch that I did almoſt de- 
ſpair of ever compaſſing a Farm; for the Merchants that had bid 


fair, were fallen off, and the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury 
did not think fit to adviſe the King to lay out ſo great a Sum of 


Money upon it, ſo many great and important Occaſions daily ari- 
ſing to employ his Majeſty's Treaſure. Nevertheleſs, tho I found 


| ſuch a general Coldneſs and lndifferency in all People, I did reſolve 
once more to take freſh Courage, and to give new Life to it, if I 
could, according to my repeated Promiſes, that I would uſe my 


utmoſt Endeavours to ſerve our Countrymen, in a Matter that I did 


conceive would be ſo beneficial to them, and to which I found them

Stannary Weight; and they are 
Men of ſuch Subſtance and Ability, that there can be no juſt Ex- 
ceptions made againſt them. And here I muſt take the Liberty to 


inform you, that this Matter was managed with all the Care and 


Conduct I could uſe, wherein I was only concerned, which had 


like to have ruined the whole Buſineſs. The Things the Under- 


takers required, utterly refuſing to adventure at all in the Farm, 


except they were granted, were, Firſt, That I ſhould treat and con- 


tract for them, concealing their Names till all Things were agreed;

Chamber, in the High Court of 
Chancery, in the Hing Bench, and Court of Common Pleas, have receiv'd 
Allowance-in all the ſaid Courts, and the Cauſes brought before them 
have accordingly been diſmiſſed, to be conſidered of and deter- 
mined by the Lord Wardens for the Time being. And whereas 
alſo the late Queen Elizabeth, by her Letters directed to the Juſtice 
of Aſſize of the Counties of Devon and e was graciouſſy 
pleaſed to will and command all Judges, Juſtices, and other Offi- 
cers whatſoever, for the Cauſe before mentioned, not to convent, 
precept, or compel any Officer or Bayliff of the Stannaries, or any 
Tinner, to anſwer for any Cauſe or Abuſe ariſing within the ſaid 
Stannaries, and determinable there; but that the Government, 
Judgment and Correction of all and ſingular ſuch Caſes and Mat- 
ters, ſhould from henceforth be permitted and ſuffered to have their 
Paſſage before the Officers of the Stannaries, and for Default of 
Juſtice at their Hands, by Appeal to the Warden, and from him to 
the Privy Counſel, as in former Times had been uſed, as by the 
ſaid Letters it may appear: All which, notwithſtanding diverſe 
Foreigners have lately ſued and arreſted ſome of us Tinners, and 
the Officers of the Stannary Courts, with Writs of falſe Impriſon- 
ment for executing of Stannary Proceſs, and for ſuing them in the 
Stannary Courts for Cauſes determinable there, and ſtick not to 
threaten the ſame to your Lordſhip's Deputy in the ſaid Courts; 
yea, and diverſe Tinners alſo, ſet on and encouraged thereunto by 
the malicious and covetous Humours of Attorneys at the Common 
Laws, have not feared to violate the Laws and Cuſtoms of the

of St. Peter the Advincula , laſt paſt, and the Feaſt of 
St. Michael the Archangel now next following, and ſo here- 
after yearly between the aforeſaid two Feaſts, to make or Renew, 


or cauſe to be made or renewed, their Headmeare, Side Bounds, 


Water Leate, and Tail of every Tin-work, that now is, or 


hereafter ſhall be wrought; and if there be any Tin-work or 


Tin-works, that hereafter be not kept or renewed, according to 


this Act, (as is before rehearſed) it ſhall be lawful for every 
Man to Pitch them as Works Alay ; ſo that the faid Pitcher 
which ſhall fortune to Pitch any ſuch Tin-work or Tin-works, 
for default of renewing of them (as is aboveſaid) do Pitch the 


ſaid Tin-work or Tin-works before the Feaſt of All Saints next 


follow ing after the ſaid Feaſt of St. Michael, and alſo give the 
firſt warning to any of the Owners of every ſuch Tin- work ſo 


pitched, before the ſaid Feaſt of All Saints, in the Preſence of four 


or five Tinners, and at the time of the ſaid Warning, the ſaid 
Pitcher ſhall take the ſaid Owner or Owners (that he ſo Warneth of 
the ſaid Pitch of his ſaid Tin-work or Tin-works) by the Arm, 
 ſhewing and declaring to him with a loud Voice, that he may 

hear him, the Cauſe of his Pitch, and the Day when he pitched 
the faid Tin-work or Tin-works ; and alſo the ſaid Pitcher at 
the Tin Court (within the Juriſdiction whereof. ſuch Tin- work 


lieth) next to be holden after the ſaid Warning given to the faid 


Owner or Owners, at the beginning of the ſaid Tin Court, in his 
own proper Perſon, ſhall cauſe the Steward of the ſame Court for 
the tune being, or his Deputy, to enter into his Book, that ſhall 


remain in the ſame Court at all times of Record, the Manner of 


his Pitch, (that is to ſay) his own Name, and the Name of 


the Owner that he ſo warned, and the Day and Place when and 


where he gave him ſuch Warning, and thereupon the ſaid Stew- 
ard, or his Deputy for the time being, in the ſame open Court, 


(and in the three other Tin Courts, whereas the ſaid Tin-work 
or Tin- works ſo pitched lieth not) when the Steward, or his 


Deputy, ſhall think moſt People to be preſent, ſhall make Pro- 
clamation of the ſaid Pitch, and Warning of the {aid old Owner 


or Owners of the ſaid Tin-work or Tin-works, or elſe the ſaid 


Pitch to be void and of none effect, taking of the ſaid Pitcher for 
his Labour 8 4. And aſter the ſaid Pitch, Warning, and En- 
tring accompliſhed, and Proclamation thereof ſo made (as is 


aforeſaid) in the ſame Tin Court, whereas the ſaid Tin-work. 


ſo pitched lieth, that then all and every old Owner or 
Owners of the {aid Tin-work or Tin-works fo pitched, ſhall 
have Liberty by the Space of four Tin-Courts there to be holden 
next after the {aid Entring, and firſt Proclamation in the ſaid 
Tin Court, made when he ag old Owner or Owners, or — 
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of them, or their Keeper or Keepers, or any other Man, to his 
or their uſe, at any of the. ſaid four Courts, will by his Oath, 


| (by the Steward, or his Deputy, to be charged) prove his or 


their ſaid Tin- work or Tin-works truly kept and renewed, ac- 
cording to this Act, in the ſame open Court, whereas the ſaid 
Tin-wotk or Tin- works fo pitched lieth, and the ſaid Proof ſo 
made to be entred immediately under the ſaid Pitch, by. the 
Steward, or his Deputy, taking therefore of the ſaid old Owner 


or Owners, Keeper or Keepers, 4 d. only, and no more. And 


if the ſaid Steward do refuſe to receive the Proof, according to 
the old antient Cuſtom and Uſage, then the ſaid new Pitch to 


be void; and if the ſaid old Owner or Owners, or their Keeper 


or Keepers, at any of the aforeſaid four Tin Courts, do not 
prove His or their faid Tin-work or Tin-works, kept according to 
this Act, (as is aforeſaid) that then the ſaid Pitcher that giveth 


the nrſt Warning, and doth enter the ſame, to have and to enjoy 


all the ſaid Tin-work ſo by him pitched, to him and his Heirs 
for ever, according to the Cuſtom of the Stannary of Dewon- 


Fo | OR 
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And be it further enacted, that one Book of Record of all 


Pitches that hereafter ſhall be made of Tin - works, ſhall be kept 


in a Cheſt or Coffer, within the Juriſdiction of the ſame Court 
where ſuch Tin-works lie, or ſhall lie, in ſuch convenient Place 
as eight diſcreet Tinners of the ſame Court ſhall appoint, - to 


have three Locks and Keys, whereof the Steward of the Stan- 


nary for the time being to have and keep one Key, and two ſub- 
ſtantial Tinners, to be every Year by the great Inqueſt at the 


Law Court, in every of the ſaid Stannary Courts next before 
the Feaſt of St. Michael the Archangel, thereunto elected, 


ſhall have and keep every of them one Key, and to be Atten- 


dant for the ſame when need ſhall require.

Statutes of the Stannary heretofore made, through the 


Miſprinting whereof great Doubt and Ambiguity daily ariſeth, 
touching the juſt Expoſition and true underſtanding of the 


ſaid Statutes, Be it therefore enacted and ordained by the Au- 
thority of this Great Court or Parliament, that it ſhall and 


may be lawful, to and for the Right Honourable the Lord War- 


den of the Stannaries for the time. being, or to any learned 


Council by him to be appointed for that Purpoſe, to correct, 
amend, and reduce all and every the ſame Acts and Statutes 
into Form and Order, according to the perfect Senſe and true 


Meaning of the ſaid Statutes, and the intent of the Makers 


thereof, and ſuch Correction and Amendments, to be ſo had or 
made, before the imprinting of theſe Statutes, to the End they 


may be all joined and ſet together in one whole Book. 
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
